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THE "CUD ERROR 
(and Related Items)

The so.called "Cud" error is the result of a large die chip 
occuring in relation to the edge of the die. It manifests 
itself im the form of a large "blob" of metal on the coin 
which conforms to the size and shape of the missing piece 
of the die. Because of the exeess amount of planchet metal 
that is required to fill the missing area of the die there 
will usually be a very weakly struck area directly opposing 
the cud, on the other side of the coin. The most prevalent 
position in which the cud is found is at the base of the 
bust, at the shoulder, to the rim of the coin, and covering 
the ¥.D:B. area, The reason for this "re-occuring" position 
is due to the fact that this area is the deepest recessed 
portion of the obverse die and thus the weakest. This, in 
conjunction with the fact that it is so close to the edge 
of the die, causes it to be the first place to break from 
constant pressure and usage or for other reasons of impact. 
There is some difference of opinion on what the actual die 
break is directly caused from and for that reason N.E.C.A.. 
is in the midst of preparing a Glossary Sheet on the topie 
whieh will relate all theories on the subject. 


"Related Items" are small die chips occuring on the design 
rim of the die. No attempt has been made to show all of the 
related items known. A separate page of some of the related 
items found in the Lincoln cent is shown only to give some 
idea of what they will look like and showing a few of the 
years in which they may be found. 


No claim for completeness is made for the listings. This is 
the result of more than three years of research and issued 
as a challenge to you, the reader, to find an item which we 
have missed and bring it to our attention. Your assistance 
is also requested in the completion and mailing of the in- 
ventory page, to the writer, so that we might complete some 
kind of a rarity chart and issue it as a suppliment to this 
monograph. :
